कौनपई और होरतोकी का दौरा करने के बाद प्राइसाल को 
लौट रहे थे , तो विरोधियों ने घात लगा कर उप राज्यपाल 
पर आक्रमण किया । श्री प्रणब कुमार देव कानूनगो उप राज्य 
पाल के साथ सरक्षा ड्यूटी पर थे । यद्यपि उनकी बाई कहनी 
के जोड़ पर कई गोलियां लगी और दायें बाजू के अगले भाग 
में भी गोली लगी थी , फिर भी उन्होंने सन्तुलन बनाए रखा 
और हमले का प्रभावकारी ढंग से सामना किया । 


11 सितम्बर , 1971 को चण्डीतला में एक मकान की 
तलाशी लेने के लिए जो पुलिस दल नियत किया गया था 
उसमें श्री सुरेंद्र कुमार पाल भी एक सदस्य थे । उग्रपंथियों 
की एक स्थानीय समिति इस मकान का मुख्यालय के रूप में 
उपयोग करती थी । पुलिस दल को तीन भागों में बांट दिया 
गया । भागने के रास्ते को रोकने के लिए पुलिस के 
दो दल मकान के पिछली पोर रहे और तीसरे दल ने 
श्री सुरेंद्र कुमार पाल के नेतृत्व में सामने से मकान 
में प्रवेश करने का प्रयत्न किया । मकान के अन्दर से जैसे 
ही उग्रपंथियों ने पुलिस दल को देखा, उन्होंने पाइपगनों 
तथा राइफलों से गोली चलाना : शुरू कर दिया और 
हथगोले तथा बम भी फेंके जिससे पुलिस उप-निरीक्षक पाल 
तथा कास्टेबल वासुदेव साहा गम्भीर रूप से घायल हो गए । 
उग्रपंथियों के अनुकूल स्थिति में होने के कारण पुलिस दल 
संकट में पड़ गया था । श्री पाल अपने आपको भारी खतरे 
में डाल कर अहाते की दीवार फांदकर दूसरी ओर कद गए । 
एक उग्रपंथी ने उन्हें देख लिया और गोली चलाने की कोशिश 
की परन्तु बहादुर उप -निरीक्षक पाल ने अपने रिवाल्वर 
में पांच राउण्ड गोली चलाई जिसके परिणामस्वरूप उग्रपंथी 
घायल हो गया और बाद में घायों के कारण मर गया । 
बड़ी संख्या में हथियार , गोलाबारूद तथा विस्फोटक 
छोड़ कर शेष उग्रपंथी भाग गए ।

नुनामाजग गांव के निकट कुछ मशस्त्र बदमाशों ने 8 ट्रकों 

और एक कार को रोक लिया और उनकी सवारियों को लूट 
लिया । बदमाश फायर -ग्राम लिए हाए थे । ट्रक ड्रावरों में से 
एक घटनास्थल से निमकने में सफल हो गया और उसने 
थाने में रिपोर्ट लिखा दी । रिपोर्ट मिलते ही उप -निरीक्षक 
चन्दू लाल अपने जवानों के साथ तुरन्त अपराध स्थल की 
ओर बढ़े । जैसे ही पुलिस दल घटनास्थल के समीप पहुंच 
ही रहा था तो उन्होंने पांच व्यक्तियों को ईख के खेत से 
बाहर आते हए देखा । वे वही अपराधी थे जिन्होंने ट्रकों को 
लूटा था । पुलिस दल द्वारा ललकारे जाने पर अपराधियों ने 
गोली चला दी । पुलिम दल ने जवाब में तुरन्त गोली चलाई 
मुठभेड़ में दो डाक मारे गए और शेष तीन गिरपतार कर 
लिए गए । दो पिस्तील , 18 खाली व भरे कारतम तथा 
लूटी गई सम्पत्ति बरामद की गई । 


27 नवम्बर , 1973 को जब कांस्टेबल सर्वश्री गजाधर पाण्डे 
और रणजीत देव बी० टी० रोड पर यातायात ड्यूटी पर थे , तो 
उग्रपंथियों ने भोजाली, छरों, संगीनों और लोहे की छड़ों से उन पर 
अचानक आक्रमण कर दिया । बदमाशों ने कांस्टेबल रणजीत 
देव को पकड़ लिया और उनके सिर और गर्दन पर प्रहार किया और 
उनसे रिवाल्वर छीनने का भी प्रयत्न किया । अपने साथी श्री देव 
को घिरा हुआ देखकर दूमग कांस्टेबल उनके बचाव के लिए पाया । 
गम्भीर रूप से घायल होते हुए भी कांस्टेबल रणजीत देव इस बीच 
उठ खड़े हुए और उन्होंने अपनी रिवाल्वर से बदमाशों पर दो राउंड 
गोलियां चलाईं । फिर एक बदमाश से संगीन छीन ली जो उसे 
उन पर घोंपने का प्रयत्न कर रहा था । किन्तु चोट के कारण 
कांस्टेबल देव गिर पड़े । इस संगटपूर्ण स्थिति में कांस्टेबल गजाधर 
पाण्डे ने श्री देव के हाथ से रिवाल्वर ले ली और बदमाशों पर गोली 
चलाई । कांस्टेबल द्वारा गोली चलाई जाने के परिणामस्वरूप 
एक बदमाश घटना स्थल पर मारा गया और दूसरा घावों के कारण 
बाद में मर गया । कांस्टेबल गजाधर पाण्डे और रणजीत देव को 
अस्पताल में लम्बा इलाज कराना पड़ा था ।

Shri Surendra Kumar Pal was a member of the Police 
party which was detailed on 11th September, 1971 to search 
a holisc at Chanditala . The house was lised as headquarters 
by the local committee of cxtremists . The police party was 
divided into three groups . Two parties remained behind to 
guard the escape routes on the rear of the house and the third 
party led by Shri Surendra Kumar Pal attempted to enter the 
house from the front. As soon as the extremists, inside the 
housc sighted the police party , they started firing from pipe 
guns und rifles and also hurled grenades and bombs causing 
serious injury to the Sub - Inspector Pal and Constable Basudeb 
Saha. Due to the vantage position occupied by the extremists , 
the police party was in a precarious situation . At this func 
ture incurring great personal risk Shri Pal climbed the boun 
Jary wall and landed on the other side . When an extremist 
who sighted him attempted to fire , the gallant Sub - Inspector , 
fired five rounds from his revolver as a result of which the 
extremist got injured and succumbed to his injuries Bubgo 
qucntly . The remaining extremists fled away leaving behind 
large quantity of arms, ammunition and explosives. 

In this encounter with the extremists Shri Surendra Kumar 
Pal displayed exemplary courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order .

Gajadhar Pandey took up the revolver from Shri Dob s band 
and fired at the miscreanis. As a result of the firing ono mis 
creant died on the spot and another succumbed to his injuries 
subsequently . Both the Constables Shri Gajadhar Pandey 
and Shri Ranjit Deb had to undergo prolonged treatment in 
the hospital.

The regulations are also intended to provide guidlincs to 
the medical cxaminers and a candidate who does not statisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations 
cannot be declared fit by the medical examiners. However 
while holding that a candidate is not fit according to the 
norms laid down in these regulations, it would be permissible 
for a Medical Board to recommend to the Government of 
India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may 
be admitted to service without disadvantage to Government. 

It should , however, he clearly understood that the Govern 
ment of India reserve to themselv . absolute discretion to 
reject or accept any candidate after considering the report of 
the Medical Board .] 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate inust 
be in good mental and bodily health and free froin any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the ellicient perfor 
mence of the duties of his appointment. 


( i ) Ceneral, - The candidate s eves will be submitted to 

a general examination directed to the detection of 
any disease or abnormality . The candidate will be 
rejected if he suffers from any squint or morbid con 
ditions of eyes , eye lids or contiguous structures of 
such a sort as to render or are likely at a future 

date to render him unfit for service . 
( ii ) Visual Acuity . The ctamination for determining the 

guteness of vision includes two tests one for dis 
tant, the other for near vision . Each eye will be 
examined separately , 


2 . ( a ) In the matter of tho correlation of age height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo - Indian ) 
race , it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever cor 
relation figures are considered most suitable as a guide in 
the examination of the candidates . If there he any dispropor 
tion with regard to height, weight and chest girth the candi 
date should be hospitalised for investigations and X -Ray 
of the chest taken before the candidate is declared it or 
not flt hy the Board . 

(b ) However the minimum standards for height and chest 
girth , without which candidates cannot be accepted , are as 
follows :

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule .

APPENDIX TIL 
CONDITIONS OF APPRENTICESIUP FOR SPECIAL CLASS 
APPREN SICES SELECTIED THROUGH THIS EXAMINATION 

The terms and corditions of Apprenticeship will be as set 
out in the form of agreement prescribed in the Indian Railway 
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Probutioners will also have to undergo training at the 
Railway Stall College, Baroda , in two phases, first during 
the period of their two years training and again during the 
period when they hold working posts. The test in the 
college is compulsory and a second chance in the event of 
failure will not be given except in exceptional circumstances 
and provided the record of the officer is such as to justify 
such relaxation being made. Failure to pass the test many 
involve the termination of services and in any case , the 
ufficers will not be confirmed till they pass the test, their 
period of training and / or probation being cxtended as 
ncccssary . 


10 . During the probationary period , they will have to attend 
a prescribed course of training in the Railway Statt College , 
Balodu and to quality in the test held in the College. The 
test in the College is compulsory and a second chance , in 
inc event of lailure , will not be given cxcept in cxceptional 
CALCUDsiances and provided the record of the olficers is such , 
as 10 juduly Such iclaxatio - heing made.

Workmen s Compensation 
Act ability to handle labour and gencral application to work 
Or works on which each officer is engaged while on proba 
tion . They will be required to pass the departmental examina 
Lion with the second year of the probationary period , Failure

and will in any case , invole stoppage of increments . In case , 
where the probationary period has to be extended for failing 
to pass any or all the departmental examination within the 
stipulated period on their passing the departmental examina 
tion and being confirmed after expiry of extended period 
of probation , the drawal of the first and subsequent incre 
inents will be regulated by the Rules and orders in force 
from time to time. It must be noted that a second chance 
to pass any cxamination will, as a rule , not be given except 
under exceptional circumstances and only provided the other 
record of the candidate during the period of his training is 
such as to ustify suo laxation being made . 


NOTE . - The period of training and the period of probation 
against a working post may be modified at the discretion 
of Government. If the period of training is extended in 
any case due to the training not having been completed 
satisfactorily , the total period of probation will be corres 
pondingly extended . 


2 . Probationers should have already payscd or should 
pass during the period of probation , an examination in 
Hindi in the Devanagari script of an approved standard . This 
examination may be the “ PRAVEEN " Hindi. Examination 
which is conducted by the Directorate of Education , Delhi, or 
one of the equivalent Examinations recognised by the Central 
Government. 


No probationary officer can be confirmed or his pay in the 
tinc scale raised to Rs. 450 . 00 per month unless he fulfills 
this requirement; and failure to do so will involve liability 
to termination of service . No exemption can be granted . 


7 . The appointment and pay as a probationer will coni 
mence from ( a ) the date of completion of four ycars of 
apprenticeship or ( b ) the actual date of completion of training 
whichever is laler. Service for increment will subject to 
paragraph 6 above count from the date of appointment as 
probationer. 


3 . Any person appointed to the Indian Railway Service of 
Mechanical Engineers on the results of the Examination held 
in 1965 onwards shall , if so required , be liable to serve in 
any Defence Service or post connected with the Defence of

S . Pay will commence from the date of joining scrvice 
as a probationer . Service for increments will also count 
from the same date subject to paragraph 1 above . Particulars 
as to pay arc contained in paragraph 8 of this Appendix , 


6 . Officers recruited under these scgulations shall be eligible 
for leave in accordance with the rules for the time being 
in force applicable to officer of Indian Railways . 


1. The probationary officers will be on probation for a 
period of threc years during which their services will be 
liable to termination on three months notice on cither side. 
They shall undergo practical training for the first two years. 
Those who are reported upun and considered to have 
completed successfully the two ycars training will be given 
charge of a working post provided they pass departmental 
and the other examinations 29 may be prescribed . It must 
be noted that a second chance to pass any examination will 
as a rule not he given except under exceptional circumstances 
and only provided the other record of the candidate ciuiring 
the period of the training is such as to justify yuch A lelaxa 
tion being made . Failure to pass the examination may result 
in the termination of service and will , in any case involve 
stoppage of increment. At the end of one year in a working 
post the oflicers will be required to pass final examination 
both practical and theoretical and will , if successful be con 
firmed provided they are considered otherwise fit for perma 
nent appointment. In cascs, where the probationary period 
is extended for any reason , on their passing the departmental 
examinations and being confirmed after cxpiry of the extended 
period of probation , the drawal of the first and subscqucnt 
increments will be regulated by rules and order s in force 
from time to time, 


7. Omcers will ordinarily be employed throughout their 
service on the Railway to which they may be posted on 
Arst appointment and will have no claim , as a matter of right 
to transfer to some other Railway but the Government of 
Indiu reserve the right to transfer such officers in the exigen 
cles of service , to any other Railway or Project in or out 
of India . Officers will be liable to serve in the Stores Depart 
ment of Indian Railways if and when called upon to do so .

NOTE 3 . - Advance increments from Rs. 400 to Rs. 450 
and from Rs. 450 to Rs. 480 in the junior scale of Rs. 400 
950 may, however , be granted during the period of probation 
as soon as the probationary officer passes the prescribed 
examinations . After the grant of advance increments, the pay 
of the officer will be regulated according to his position in 
the time scale .
